N.S. antes up for Irving 


O Provincial government is promising a ‘significant commitment* to shipbuilding firm 
O British Columbia has already pledged a $35-million tax break should Seaspan win a shipbuilding contract

Nova Scotia will see British 
Columbia’s tax credits and raise 
them one commitment for an 
undisclosed amount of infra¬ 
structure funding. 

The Dexter government has 
an agreement with Irving Ship¬ 
building to kick in infrastructure 
money should the yard win a 
National Shipbuilding Procure¬ 
ment Strategy contract. 

But the NDP is not disclosing 
the details of that agreement. 

“The province has made a sig¬ 
nificant commitment to Irving 
Shipbuilding in the areas of infra¬ 
structure and training,” said Toby 
Koffman, a spokesman for the 
Department of Economic and 
Rural Development and Tourism, 
yesterday. “As with all invest¬ 
ments, we will announce the 
details when a final agreement 
is in place.” 

The NDP was reacting to news 
out of British Columbia, where 
the Liberal government pledged 
$35 million in tax rebates to Sea- 
span Shipyards — should that

yard secure contracts worth $35 
billion collectively. 

The B.C. government will also 
contribute $5 million to support 
the broader marine industry. 

Koffman said the details of the 
agreement with Irving are still 
subject to negotiations. They’ll 
be released this fall, should Irv¬ 
ing’s bid succeed. 

“Nothing is for certain, every¬ 
thing is based on assumptions at 
this point,” said Koffman. 

Three yards — Irving, Seaspan, 
and a joint venture between five 
Ontario-based companies and 
Quebec’s Davie Shipyards — are 
in the running for the contracts. 
A decision is expected in Sep¬ 
tember.

A research team from Dal- 
housie University may not 
be battling Blaclcbeard, but 
they are undertaking a sim¬ 
ilar quest: preventing pira¬ 
cy- 

Led by the Marine Affairs 
program at the Halifax- 
based university, the work 
will explore issues sur¬ 
rounding modern piracy to 
gain insights that may help 


prevent future outbreaks of 
violence at sea, said Hugh 
Williamson, project man¬ 
ager and lead investigator 
for the Dalhousie marine 
and piracy project. 

“What sets us apart is 
we’re looking at the issue 
in a holistic manner ... 
which hasn’t been done be¬ 
fore,” he said, adding he 
has a law, operations and 
socio-economic team. 

Williamson said pirates 
are dealt with on a regional 


basis: whoever catches pri¬ 
vateers tries them within 
the local jurisdiction. 

He hopes the two-year 
project will offer a more ef¬ 
ficient and effective 
process. 

“We will come up with 
what we call our considered 
policy options, and then 
say, ‘Here’s the types of 
things you can do to pre¬ 
vent and deal with piracy, 
but here’s the things you’re 
going to have to do to make 


it work.’” 

He said the university 
serves as the perfect plat¬ 
form to investigate the is¬ 
sue. 

“Almost everyone in¬ 
volved in the project has 
been dealing with an aspect 
of piracy,” he said. “We 
have a lot of different sec¬ 
tors at Dalhousie and a lot 
of different connections 
around the world, and that 
makes us an ideal hub to 
take a look at this issue.” 


UARB to 
rule on HRM

Nova Scotia’s Utility and 
Review Board will release 
their decision on the size of 
Halifax Regional Council 
this morning.

While council has 
recommended keeping the 
status quo of 23 councillors 
plus a mayor, Halifax’s 
mayor suggested trimming 
council down to 16 
members and a mayor. 

The UARB recently ruled 
against a similar 
recommendation from the 
Cape Breton Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality. The regulator de¬ 
cided 12 councillors and a 
mayor was sufficient, 
reducing the size of council 
by four, galexboutilier

Prosperity 
depends 
on exports: 
Council 

The Atlantic Provinces 
Economic Council says 
the region’s prosperity 
in the coming decade 
will depend on its ability 
to increase exports. 

The council says with 
the exception of crude 
oil exports from New¬ 
foundland and Labrador, 
the region has low levels 


of exports compared 
with other provinces in 
terms of value added. 

Senior council econo¬ 
mist David Chaundy says 
the Atlantic provinces 
need to increase exports 
with the development of 
higher value-added prod¬ 
ucts and services and 
companies should ex¬ 
pand into new markets. 

The council says weak 
demand for key pro¬ 
ducts such as lumber 
and newsprint, a higher 
dollar and increased 
competitive pressures 
have hampered progress 
in exports since 2000.

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Quebec reels from 
Layton’s sick leave 

O NDP won 59 of province’s 75 seats in election 
O Layton’s leadership integral to Quebecers’ support 


Quebecers are expressing 
sadness and shock at the 
news that Jack Layton is 
taking a sick leave less than 
three months after his his¬ 
toric electoral triumph in 
the province. 

Major newspapers, 
politicians of different 
stripes and regular citizens 
offered words of encourage¬ 
ment yesterday to the NDP 
leader in his battle against 
cancer. 

In the recent federal 
election, Quebec voters 
nearly wiped the Bloc 
Quebecois off the map — 
and were so keen to sup¬ 
port Layton’s party that, in 
some cases, they elected 
people who had never even 
seen their riding. A com¬ 
mon refrain heard in Que¬ 
bec after the election was, 
“I voted for Jack.” 

But one central Quebec 
businessman, Jean-Guy 
Otis, said he still had no re¬ 
grets about voting NDP. He 
said the party is bigger than

just one man. 

“I don’t believe that one 
leader, that one person, can 
be the NDP,” said Otis, who 
co-owns a beauty salon on 
the main strip in the town 
of Louiseville. “It’s an en¬ 
semble of individuals and 
there are veiy good individ¬ 
uals who are part of it.” 

But one Bloc incumbent 
defeated in the federal elec¬ 


tion shared an anecdote to 
illustrate the role Layton’s 
personal popularity played 
in the NDP breakthrough. 

Marc Lemay, the former 
Bloc MP for Abitibi-Temis- 
camingue, said his election 
observers reported that, on 
May 2, at least three voters 
left voting centres without 
casting a ballot. They appar¬ 
ently refused to vote be¬ 
cause they didn’t see 
Layton’s name listed among 
the local candidates. 

Lemay argued that the 
NDP owed its success to 
Layton’s persona. 

Layton also received 
words of support from 
Montreal newspapers. 

However, one columnist 
in the local tabloid Le Jour¬ 
nal de Montreal wondered 
whether Quebec voters 
might now feel like or¬ 
phans after blindly support¬ 
ing Layton without 
knowing the rest of his 
party.

O Gunman regards himself as ‘some kind of saviour,’ his lawyer says 


The father of one of the 
Norway massacre victims 
said his son’s last words 
were “Dad, someone is 
shooting.” 

Gunnar Linalcer’s father 
said Gunnar was “a calm, 
big teddy bear with lots of 
humour and lots of love.” 

His voice weak and 
trembling, Roald Linalcer 
said he had been on the 
phone with his 23-year-old 
son when the shooting 
started. 

“He said to me: ‘Dad, 
dad, someone is shooting,’ 
and then he hung up.” 

That was the last he 
heard from his son. Gun¬ 
nar was wounded and was 
taken to a nearby hospital, 
where he died Saturday.

Although the stiffest 
sentence in Norway is 21 
years, the lawyer said his 
client would never be set 
free.

When Anders Behring 
Breivik launched his 
assault on campers on 
Norway’s Utoya Island, he 
expected special forces to 
swoop and stop him fast. 

But he was given time 
to kill. 

Officers of Oslo’s Delta 
Force had to drive — 
because police don’t own a 
transport helicopter. 

Then they were rescued 
by a civilian boat when 
their own broke down as 
it tried to navigate a one- 
minute hop to the island. 


It took police more than 
90 minutes to reach the 
gunman, who had mortal¬ 
ly wounded 68 people. 

International experts 
said Norway’s government 
and security forces must 
learn stark lessons from 
the killings — made worse 
by lackadaisical planning 
for terror. 

Andrew Sillce, director 
of terrorism studies at the 
University of East London, 
called the police response 
“a bit Keystone Kops.”

The changes underscore 
how the restaurant indus¬ 
try is reacting to the de¬ 
mands of customers and 
regulators who blame it 
for health ills ranging 
from childhood obesity to 
diabetes. 

Among other changes 
in McDonald’s new pro¬ 
gram: 

• A pledge to reduce 
sugars, saturated fats and 
calories through “varied 
portion sizes, reformula¬ 
tions and innovations” by 
2020. By 2015, the fast 
food chain will reduce 
sodium by 15 per cent. 

• McDonald’s will intro¬ 
duce a new mobile app fo¬ 


cused just on nutrition in¬ 
formation. 

• McDonald’s USA presi¬ 
dent Jan Fields and other 
executives will go on a “lis¬ 
tening tour” in August to 
hear suggestions from par¬ 
ents and nutrition experts. 
The chain will also launch 
a new online forum for 
parents. 

McDonald's says the 
new directives are “ab¬ 
solutely not” related to im¬ 
pending regulations that 
will force the industry to 
curb the marketing of 
junk food to children and 
post nutrition information 
on menus. 

Rather, the changes are 
a response to what cus¬ 
tomers were asking for, 
said Cindy Goody, McDon¬ 
ald’s senior director of nu¬ 
trition.

Rogers Communications 
Inc. faced tougher cell¬ 
phone competition from 
players big and small alike 
as the country’s largest 
wireless carrier saw its sec¬ 
ond-quarter profit drop by 
nine per cent. 

“We’re selling and com¬ 
peting in an increasingly 
competitive market,” Rob 
Bruce, president of Rogers’ 
wireless division, said yes¬ 
terday. 

Rogers said it was hit on 
a number of fronts in the 
cellphone market after re¬ 
porting its net income 
slipped to $410 million, or 
75 cents a share, down 
from $452 million or 77 
cents a share a year ago. 

“We delivered the re¬ 
sults today against a back¬ 
drop of fairly intense 
competition with our in¬ 
cumbent friends Bell and 
Telus, particularly in the 
business space with aggres¬ 
sive pricing and promo¬ 
tions,” Bruce told reporters 
on a conference call.

Senior Sgt. Stephen Perkins said the 
first officer to reach the backyard was 
forced to spray the kangaroo to avoid 
being injured. 

Wildlife rangers trapped the kanga¬ 
roo.

For Manus, a 41-year-old 
mountain-bilce rider, it’s 
all about the adrenaline 
rush when he’s tackling 
the downhill trails of Van¬ 
couver Island’s Mount 
Washington. 

Time slows, and Manus, 
who uses no last name, 
grows focused on the ever- 
changing landscape. 

“Your environment is 
whipping by you at such 
hyper speed that you’re 
just reacting to your envi¬ 
ronment,” he said. “The 
adrenaline rush is out of 
this world.” 

Mount Washington 
hopes visitors, especially 
novice and beginner 
mountain bikers, want a 
piece of that action, too. 

After all, whether it’s 
winter or summer, Mount 
Washington is in the busi¬ 
ness of selling adrenaline. 
In a move to improve its 
summertime bottom line, 
the resort has added a be¬ 
ginners trail and lessons to 
its intermediate and expert 
mountain-bilce attractions. 

The mountain, which 
towers over the Comox 
Valley on the east coast of 
Vancouver Island, about an 
hour’s drive north of the 
city of Nanaimo, is not 
alone. Around B.C., in 
places like Whistler and 
Sun Peaks, near Kamloops, 
ski resorts are selling 
downhill mountain-bilce 
thrills to tourists.

Resort, said while hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of peo¬ 
ple visit his resort to ski 
and snowboard during the 
winter months, only 
“thousands” of people pa¬ 
tronize it during summer. 

So the resort has 
opened its Green Line 
mountain-bilce run, a 2.2 
kilometre novice trail 
that’s serviced by a high¬ 
speed chair lift. The trail 
takes riders down the 
mountain’s western flank. 

The Green Line joins a 
list of 15 other runs, boast¬ 
ing intimidating names 
like Monster Mile, Back in 
Black, Helter Skelter and 
the Evil Eye, and not-so- 
intimidating names like 
Quick N Dirty, Big Brother 
and Time Warp. 

Riders can now tackle 
37 kilometres of trails. 

Instead of adding even 
more runs to its existing 
network of trails this year, 


the resort decided to open 
the Green Line and up¬ 
grade its existing runs, 
said Curtain. 

It’s also offering a learn- 
to-ride week between July 
25 and July 29, in addition 
to events like the B.C. 
Provincial Cup Champi¬ 


onships Aug. 13-14 and the 
female-only See Jane Jump 
competition, Aug. 20-21. 

There’s even a food and 
wine festival Aug. 26-27. 

Jeremy Grasby, owner of 
the Riding Fool, a nearby 
hostel that’s geared to¬ 
ward mountain bikers, 


said the beginners trail 
and lessons are a must for 
the mountain. 

He said while the resort 
has had a great reputation 
with intermediate and ad¬ 
vanced riders, it has fallen 
short with beginners.

Maybe you need another 
idea for packing fibre and 
vitamins into your child’s 
lunch.

In constructing a 
healthful dip for fruit, the 
main problem lies in the 
base of the dip. 

You want something 
that doesn’t pile on the fat 
or sugar, but still is inter¬ 
esting enough that you 
want to dunk apples and 
strawberries in it. 

We wanted to create a 
creamy base that could be 
easily flavoured. 

For obvious reasons, the 
full-fat versions of cream 
cheese and sour cream 


were out. Greelc-style yo¬ 
gurt has a great mouth feel 
and creaminess, but some 
people find it overwhelm¬ 
ingly tart. 

So we opted to use low- 
fat cream cheese blended 
with non-fat Greek yogurt. 

The result is creamy and 
luscious and is a perfect 
base for flavourings. 

As a bonus, it’s also a 
great way to get calcium. 

Preparation: 

I ln the bowl of a food 
processor, combine the 
non-fat Greek yogurt 
and low-fat cream 
cheese. Process them 
until completely 
smooth. Divide the mix¬ 
ture among 3 bowls. 

2 Chocolate dipper: In a 
small bowl, mix togeth¬ 
er the cocoa powder, 


honey, cinnamon and 
milk until the mixture is 
completely smooth. Add 
it to one of the bowls of 
yogurt mixture and stir 
until it is smooth. 

Citrus dipper: Stir both 
of the zests, honey and 
orange juice into one of 
the remaining bowls of 
the yogurt mixture. 

Orchard Spice dipper: 

■ Stir the vanilla, butter 
rum extract, cinnamon, 
ginger, nutmeg, cloves 
and honey into the last 
bowl of yogurt and 
cream cheese mixture.

money, TD scholars are of¬ 
fered full-time summer 
employment with the com¬ 
pany in between school 
years.) 

Although I deeply appre¬ 
ciated the scholarship 
money, it was the offer of 
employment that proved 


most valuable. 

My experiences thus far 
with TD’s summer employ¬ 
ment program have been 
exceptional. In my first 
summer, I had the oppor¬ 
tunity to work at any TD 
Canada Trust branch in the 
country. Working as a 


teller, I learned the busi¬ 
ness from the ground up. 

Second, third and forth 
summers are more flexible 
and can include working at 
TD’s head office in Toron¬ 
to, at one of TD’s regional 
offices or at a non-profit or¬ 
ganization. 


After the four years, 
many of the scholars de¬ 
cide to stay on at TD, which 
speaks volumes about the 
company, the scholarship 
and the summer program. 

Providing scholarship 
money to high school grad¬ 
uates for their post-sec¬ 
ondary education is 
something companies have 
been doing for a long time. 
It’s a nice way to give back 
to the community and amp 
up a corporate image.

It’s possibly 
the worst 
fraud in 

workplace 
law - corpora¬ 
tions, with 
expensive 
lawyers and 
deeper pock¬ 
ets, insisting that employ¬ 
ees sign one-sided 

contracts that reduce their 
legal rights. And employ¬ 
ees, without bargaining 

power or an understanding 
of the law, not realizing 
their interests have been 
undermined. This is the 
tale of one nameless client 
who may learn this lesson 
the hard way. 

In a file I have, the em¬ 
ployee worked for her 
company for nearly 20 
years. She was told that 
she would have to sign a 
contract simply to “con¬ 
firm her employment,” 



which is unnecessary, of 
course, but was said to her 
in an effort to encourage 
her to just sign it. Fearful 
of antagonizing her em¬ 
ployer and concerned that 
she could lose her job, the 
employee signed her name 
and continued work as be¬ 
fore. Many years later, she 
was fired as part of a re¬ 
structuring and offered a 
severance package well be¬ 
low the minimum for 
someone of her age and 
tenure. 

It was a simple win - or 
so I thought when I first re¬ 
viewed her case. But (and 
there is always a but in 
workplace law) the con¬ 
tract she signed specifically 
limits her damages to only 
one week’s pay, which is 
just the minimum and well 
below what is fair. Al¬ 
though the conclusion to 
this case will be based on 


CARE 

other factors that are in¬ 
volved, there is one certain¬ 
ty: without the contract, 
her case would be stronger. 

What most employees 
do not understand is that 
they do not need a written 
employment contract in or¬ 
der to protect their rights. 
This is because the law im¬ 
plies a number of 
favourable terms designed 
to defend them, such as the 
requirement not to change 
the terms of their job, from 
which constructive dis¬ 
missal arises; the prohibi¬ 
tion against dismissal 
without fair notice, which 
is otherwise a wrongful dis¬ 
missal; and the ability to 
work for competitors and 
solicit clients following de¬ 
parture.

With acres of ocean-front 
fields, rolling hills and 
stunning valleys, the geog¬ 
raphy of the Maritimes 
makes it a golfer’s delight. 
A trip through five of 


the top courses in the re¬ 
gion will take you from 
rugged highland coasts to 
challenging ocean-side 
courses. 

P.E.I.’s Brudenell River 
Golf Course features a pic¬ 
turesque garden and river, 
highlighted by lakes and 
ponds. It’s a 30-minute 


drive from Charlottetown 
and is a favoured spot for 
professional golfers. 

The island also offers 
the Links at Crowbush 
Cove, which Golf Digest 
named Canada’s best new 
course in 1994. 

Overlooking the north 
shore sand dunes, it is one 


of the most challenging 
courses in the Maritimes. 

In Nova Scotia, the 
Highlands of Cape Breton 
is a highlight.

Behave like a pro when 
golfing with the boss 


Work is tough, and climb¬ 
ing the corporate ladder 
requires overcoming ob¬ 
stacles: Competitive co¬ 
workers, demanding 
clients and, occasionally, 
sand, water and trees. 

Many professionals will 
be asked to join their boss 
and clients for a round of 
golf this summer, and 
whether you play like a 
champion or rarely lift a 
club, here are some tips 
about how to act on the 
golf course. 

Prepare for the round 
like it’s a meeting. Call the 
pro shop ahead of time to 


confirm the dress code. If 
you need to rent clubs 
make sure they have some 
available. If you know 
your boss and clients are 
inclined to indulge at the 
19th hole after a round 
then plan ahead and offer 
to be the designated driv¬ 
er; being responsible will 
be rewarded. 

Warm up. Always visit 
the driving range. Start 
with some simple chip¬ 
ping and half-swing shots 
— you will establish a reli¬ 
able tempo, warm up 
gradually, and connect 
well with the ball. 


Skip the shop talk. 
Don’t start talking about 
work unless your boss 
does. They might want to 
know you a little better, 
learn about your favourite 
band, sports team or book. 

Great putting is about 
speed control. Focus on 
getting the ball to slow 
down as it nears the hole. 
The slower the ball is 
rolling the more likely it 
will be to fall in. A good 
rule is to take the putter 
back and through the 
same distance, one inch 
for every foot on a flat 
putt.

Summertime is sweet — 
but playing your best golf 
when the thermometer 
soars requires special 
preparation and, on occa¬ 
sion, internal fortitude. 

Just ask Canadian golf 
legend Marlene Stewart 
Streit, who, in 2003, perse¬ 
vered through 47 holes of 
match play in broiling 
Texas heat to capture her 
third U.S. Senior Women’s 
Amateur title. Streit, just 
six months shy of her 70th 
birthday, said fatigue and 
the unrelenting 32 C tem¬ 
perature were never seri¬ 
ous considerations. 

“I just wiped my neck 
and face with ice water 
and kept going,” Streit said 
of her victory over an op¬ 
ponent 10 years her junior. 
“I was ready to play howev¬ 
er many holes it took.” 

Streit knew that avoid¬ 
ing potential summertime 
health hazards such as 



heat cramps (painful mus¬ 
cle contractions), heat ex¬ 
haustion (characterized by 
nausea, headache and 
fainting) and heatstroke (a 
potentially life-threatening 
condition requiring emer¬ 
gency medical attention) is 
mostly a matter of com¬ 
mon sense. 

Start by checking the 
weather forecast and then 


dress accordingly. On espe¬ 
cially humid days, be sure 
to choose loose-fitting 
clothes and fabrics that 
won’t stick to your body. 
Shop for products that are 
made of Coolmax fabric, 
which helps to protect 
against UV rays and keeps 
you cool and dry. And 
choose light colours such 
as white and yellow. 

Even on cloudy days, a 
hat or visor is an essential 
part of every golfer’s 
wardrobe. Visors enable 
the top of the head to re¬ 
lease heat, unlike a hat, 
which traps it in.

As far as Andre Levingston 
is concerned, Moncton 
will be a part of the Na¬ 
tional Basketball League 
of Canada in the fall. 

“It’s done,” said the in¬ 
terim president of NBL 
Canada. “It’s happening.” 

An out-of-town owner¬ 
ship group headed by 
Toronto businessman 
Steven Conville and for¬ 
mer New Jersey Nets ac¬ 
countant Kimberly Blanco 
has spent the past month 
laying the groundwork for 
a franchise. 

Last week, the City of 
Moncton approved a 
memorandum of under¬ 
standing to put a team at 
Moncton Coliseum for the 
next three years. 

A signed lease agree¬ 
ment, the franchise fee 
and a rubberstamp from 
NBL Canada are what it 
will take to make it offi¬ 
cial. 

Moncton’s inclusion 


could be critical for the 
fledgling circuit, which 
launched in May and is 
embarking on its inaugu¬ 
ral campaign in October. 

“I’ve always wanted 
Moncton — for over two 
years,” said Levingston, 
who owns the Halifax 
Rainmen, previously part 
of the Premier Basketball 
League.

Desmond Ferguson’s career 
as one of minor-pro basket¬ 
ball’s top three-point shoot¬ 
ers has come to an end. 

Ferguson, who spent his 
final two seasons with the 
Halifax Rainmen in the Pre¬ 
mier Basketball League, has 
retired, according to Rain¬ 
men owner Andre 
Levingston. 

Levingston said the 
fledgling National Basket¬ 
ball League of Canada is 
working with Ferguson’s 
company, Moneyball 
Sportswear, in the design 
and production of jerseys 
and merchandise. 

The 34-year-old, six-foot- 
five small forward, was a 
rare multi-year member of 
the Rainmen.

A year out from the 2012 
Olympic Games in London, 
Canada’s summer athletes 
feel inspired by what their 
winter counterparts did at 
the 2010 Games in Vancou¬ 
ver and Whistler, B.C. 

Wrestler Carol Huynh, 
who won gold in Beijing in 
2008, followed the exploits 
of several winter athletes 
she knows personally. 

“There were so many 
Canadian athletes who 
were successful there,” 
Huynh says. “It was just an 
overall general great feel¬ 
ing for everybody. 

“I was there for quite a 
bit of the Games. Just get¬ 
ting that feel, that energy 
in the air in Vancouver, 
that was just amazing. It 
kind of brought me back to 
what I experienced in Bei¬ 
jing.” 

Canada finished third in 
overall medals with 25 in 
Vancouver and Whistler, 
but set a Winter Games 


record with 14 gold. 

The 2012 Olympics 
open July 27 and close Aug. 
12. 

The Summer Games 
goal of Own The Podium 
and the Canadian Olympic 
Committee isn’t to win the 
overall medal count, which 
was the objective in 2010. 

“The reality is, certainly 
at the Summer Games, we 


won’t ‘own the podium,”’ 
says OTP chief executive of¬ 
ficer Alex Baumann. 

“We won’t be No. 1 ... 
but we want to move up 
the ladder.” 

Canada was 19th at the 
2004 Summer Games in 
Athens and finished tied 
for 14th in Beijing four 
years later. 

Canadians won 18 


medals — three gold, nine 
silver, six bronze — in Bei¬ 
jing to tie its second-best 
performance at a non-boy- 
cotted Games. Canadians 
also finished in fourth 
place 10 times in Beijing. 

Canada’s performance 
in Vancouver reinforced 
that Own The Podium, es¬ 
tablished five years out 
from the 2010 Winter 


Games, had largely hit on a 
successful plan for win¬ 
ning medals. That strategy 
is the template for how 
Canadian high-perfor¬ 
mance sport now operates. 

“I think what Vancouver 
gave us was we can actual¬ 
ly be the best in the 
world,” Baumann says. 
“That confidence can cer¬ 
tainly be transferred over 


onto the summer side.” 

In London, Canada 
should have multiple 
medal threats in track and 
field, rowing, canoe/lcayalc, 
cycling, women’s boxing 
and women’s wrestling. 

Results from world 
championships over the 
next few weeks in Shang¬ 
hai will be a strong indica¬ 
tor of how Canada will 
perform in London. 

“Our performance this 
year is critical,” says Anne 
Merklinger, director of 
OTP’s summer sports. “Our 
top sports — rowing, div¬ 
ing, wrestling, canoeing, 
trampoline — they need to 
be players, winning medals 
or nipping at the heels to 
win medals. Top-five fin¬ 
ishes are critical for us at 
the major championships.” 

Canada ranked 15th in 
world championship 
medals won in 2010 with 
18, according to OTP.

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Body changes 

Visually, the 200 has been treated to a mostly 
new front end, including a cleaner-looking 
grille and hood. 

The front fenders contain a contemporary 
set of projector-style headlamps and fog lights 
with Light Emitting Diode (LED) accents. There 
are also new fenders and LED taillights in back. 

These changes are quite typical of the 
updates that many vehicles go through at the 
mid-point of their production cycles. 


Interior

T he temperature nee¬ 
dle is rising and you 
have another hour’s 
drive until you 
reach your destination. 

One more hour? It does¬ 
n’t seem like you’ll make 
it. You might be spending 
the night in a motel while 
your car catches its breath 
in a mom-and-pop garage. 

It happens to everyone 
at one time or another, 
but holiday/vacation trau¬ 
ma is less likely with a lit¬ 
tle planning. 

Yes, indeed, according 
to auto experts, planning 
and preparation actually 
works. Who would have 
thought? Sarcasm aside, of 
course we know this, so 
why don’t many of us fol¬ 


low our gut instincts ... or 
all that wholesome profes¬ 
sional advice? 

Take some time and in¬ 
vest in an inspection, espe¬ 
cially if you have a long 
road trip planned ... and 
before it’s too late. 

Most car manufacturers 
recommend regular serv¬ 
ice according to what’s 
showing on the odometer, 
but we also have some tips 
that just aren’t in the man¬ 
ual. Yes, there’s a manual. 

Boiling over and leaking 

No matter how fresh, tasty 
and green engine coolant 
looks, it becomes very 
acidic over time. That stuff 
will eat your engine from 
the inside out. 

So, it needs to be tested 
and changed if necessary. 
Then there are the hoses. 
Check them for leaks,

cracks and swelling, 
which are all signs of fa¬ 
tigue. 

Loading up the gear and 
piling a lot of people into a 
vehicle adds stress to all 
the systems, including the 
automatic transmission. 
An overheating transmis¬ 
sion can cause engine 
coolant boilovers so have a 
shop check/change the 
transmission fluid. 

Oil changes 

Many car companies rec¬ 
ommend an oil-and-filter 
change every three 
months or 5,000-10,000 
kilometres, while some 
want you to do it less often 
than that even. 

Consult your owners’ 
manual to find out regular 


maintenance-schedule 
specifics, and here’s why. 

Worn-out oil actually 
works against your en¬ 
gine, acting as an abrasive 
instead of a lubricant, 
causing excessive wear 
and premature failure 
(usually on the open road 
a hundred miles from 
grandma’s house). 

Brakes 

Perhaps no other part of 
your vehicle takes as 
much punishment as the 
brakes. Have a technician 
inspect the system for 
wear and proper opera¬ 
tion. Since this should be 
regularly checked, your 
brakes are most likely al¬ 
ready in near perfect con¬ 
dition (you do have them 


regularly inspected, 
right?). Since your mini- 
van/ maxitruck/Mini Coop¬ 
er will most likely be 
packed to the gills with 
family members (who you 
presumably love) for a 
summer road trip, it’s no 
time to lose your brakes. 

A lesson we’ve learned 
the hard way is never, ever 
scrimp on brake pads 
since there can be dramat¬ 
ic performance differ¬ 
ences. 

Windshield woes 

A dirty windshield causes 
eye fatigue and poses a 
safety hazard. Like, you 
haven’t heard that a mil¬ 
lion times before. But just 
because you have new 
wiper blades doesn’t mean 


that you have clear vision. 

On older vehicles that 
see a lot of highway miles, 
the windshield becomes 
sandblasted and pitted, 
creating a fuzzy, hazy 
view. The problem is am¬ 
plified at dawn and dusk 
and when there’s glare off 
a wet road. If you can 
swing it — perhaps even 
your insurance policy cov¬ 
ers it — get a fresh piece 
of glass installed. 

Battery 

They’re fickle creatures 
that quit at will without a 
care in the world about 
what you happen to be do¬ 
ing at the time. The only 
accurate way to detect a 
weak battery is with pro¬ 
fessional equipment.

California's Silicon 
Valley looks pretty 
much the way I 
pictured it.

madly during their lunch 
hours, on a network of bi¬ 
cycle lanes, their racing 
helmets barely containing 
their immense heads, 
which were actually glow¬ 
ing with activity. 

A group of us auto 
scribes were in the area, to 
visit GM’s Advanced Tech¬ 


nology Silicon Valley Office 
(ATSVO), as part of a press 
preview for the new Buiclc 
LaCrosse eAssist (a new, 
mild hybrid). 

GM set up the shop 
about five years ago, to be 
the automaker’s “eyes and 
ears on the ground” in Sili¬ 
con Valley. 

It’s a small place, with a 
small team — about 10 sci¬ 
entists and business man¬ 
agers with various 
backgrounds. 

The man who heads up 
the team, Biyon Shaw, told 
us that the building reflects 
its mandate to forge rela¬ 
tionships with its famous 
Silicon Valley neighbours, 
like Apple, Google, Cisco, 
Hewlett-Packard, NeuroSky, 
Nokia, SoundHound, MAD 
Maps, Digitario, and 
StratosAudio. 

Those firms are not only 
known for their success, 
but also for their collabora¬ 
tive processes. 

To grease the wheels of 
collaboration many adopt 
an interior design concept 


known as “caves and com¬ 
mons.” 

“Common areas are 
where you have teams of 
people working together, 
collaboratively, so everyone 
knows what is going on, 
and you don’t have silos of 
information,” said Shaw. 

“This leads to faster de¬ 
velopment cycles, but 
sometimes you need to 
think... Common areas are 


noisy. Cave areas are where 
you can retract into and get 
your hard thinking done.” 
(This reminds me of one of 
my favourite bumper stick¬ 
ers: “Ever stop to think and 
forget to start again.”) 

Big Silicon Valley firms 
also have many, many con¬ 
ference rooms, which are 
typically booked the entire 
workday. 

“But when you peak in, 


you see only one person in 
that room, on the phone to 
a globally distributed 
team,” noted Shaw. 

“So we said how do 
make that work in a more 
space efficient way... That’s 
why we have these ‘phone 
booths’, which are confer¬ 
ence rooms for one per¬ 
son.” 

When ATSVO staff need 
to liaison with someone 


down the street, or across 
the globe, everything they 
need to get that done can 
be found in the blue booth 
— small desk, phone, inter¬ 
net connection, privacy, 
and good acoustics. 

Not surprisingly, one fo¬ 
cus of the team is incorpo¬ 
rating connectivity and 
more electronic goodness 
into our vehicles. 

Two of its more interest¬ 
ing advancements were de¬ 
veloping Wi-Fi coverage to 
vehicle occupants while 
moving at highway speeds 
(not yet available in Cana¬ 
da), and personalized audio 
cues for the new Chevrolet 
Volt. 

One concept the team is 
considering is a forward- 
looking camera on your ve¬ 
hicle, which can share “real 
time” images with your 
friends on Faceboolc. 

Other than that, Shaw is 
not saying. Further access 
to his big brain requires 
special clearance we no 
got. 

His lips are sealed.

The Plymouth brand bit 
the dust some years ago — 
but it’s departure from ex¬ 
istence did leave one of 
the world’s most interest¬ 
ing and rare sports cars in 
its wake. 

The Plymouth Prowler 
was a two-seat, uber-retro 
street rod convertible sold 
in 1997, and 1999 through 
2002. Unlike other Ply¬ 
mouth models, the 
Prowler was its own car — 
not a rebadged variant of 
some other Chrysler, 
Dodge or Eagle product.
